CAMPS FOR IMMORAL PURPOSES 

Uncle Sam After Bold Gang Which Ope¬ 
rates “Cadet System.” 


Los Angeles.—The United States 
(.lovernment has begun a erusade ! 
%vliich will speedily put an end to 
what is^kiiown as the “cadet system’’ ' 
of sending young girls into new min¬ 
ing camps for immoral purposes. For 
weeks the otUeials of the liovernnient 
have been working on the matter and ;

Whitlmui, a tla.shily dressed young 
man, was arrested and jilaced in the 
Coiintj’ Jail, a Federal prisoner.

Of all the fears which beset little

The dark Itself seems to him like a 
hideous black monster which shuts tlie 
nursery Inside its gloomy wings, and 
hides all manner of tragic possibili¬ 
ties In its evil nature. The child who 
suffers tills sort of terror Is sure to 
be of a highly Imaginative type, and 
must he cured by the Imagination as 
he has been tortured by It She Is the 
wise mother who forestalls her baby's 
fears of the djirk by Implanting In the 
child’s mind some liappy fables of 
the kindliness of night. For children 
must always have a had spirit driven 
out by a good one—not by arguments 
proving that the bad one cannot exist. 
No th(?oretical explanation Is half so 
convincing as tlie figure of a good 
fairy, dressed In black for the relief 
of tired eyes, and full of pleasant sur- 
jirlses for sleeping babies—a sort of 
every-day-ln-the-year Santa Claus. 
This may be called the secul.ar cure of 
fear. There Is also the religqnis cure, 
naid many happy children In all the 
Christian ages have caught from their 
mothers’ faith a confidence that the 
darkness Is alive with a heavenly pres¬ 
ence and protection. 

Those who derive . from the dally 
newspapers their only knowledge of 
what has been done and Is doing for 
the Indians may. Indeed, find little that 
Is hopeful; for reports of land-swlud- 
Ilng operations by Western sharpers are 
more numerous than accounts of re¬ 
ligious movements or of material suc¬ 
cess. It Is In such documents as the 
report of the Conimlssiouer of Indian 
affairs that the truth comes out. The 
recently Issued reixirt of Commissioner 
Ijeui>p describes the government’s pres¬ 
ent attitude toward the Indian as a 
“human policy.” The Comml.ssloner 
sets forth the plan of treating the In¬ 
dians not as members of a mass, but ns 
Individuals. It Is for this that the 
government has l)een slowly allotting 
the tribal lands In severalty and Is now 
dividing the tribal funds in the same 
way. The object Is to give the Indian 
that self-reliance which comes only 
from self-support. In education 
tho government Is now directing its at¬ 
tention to giving the Indians the knowl¬ 
edge which will be of Immediate use 
to them In their farming and industrial 
life, leaving the Intellectual embroidery 
for those who want It badly enough to 
get It tliemselves. It Is recognized that 
little can be done with the adult In¬ 
dians. The efforts are now directed to 
tho young. To encourage the Indian to 
work at anything which will support 
him ; to learn enough to protect him¬ 
self from sharpers; to trade where ho 
can bny most cheaply and advantage¬ 
ously ; to Invest his money in local In¬ 
dustries or deposit It In local hanks; to 
preserve his old arts, like blanket-mak¬ 
ing, liasketi’y and the manufacture of 
pottery ; and then to forget that he Is 
an Indian, but rememlier that be Is a 
man- thl.s Is a summarj’ of the present 
attitude of the goverumenL

Much of the health of the swine de¬ 
pends uiKin the cleanlluess of the 
troughs used for swill and for mixed 
foods of various kinds. With the ordi¬ 
nary trough It is almost impossible to 
keep them clean, because there Is no 
way of cleaniug them thoroughly. Here 
Is a plan for building the ordinary V’ 
trough In such a manner that It may be 
thoroughly cleansed. Rulld the trough 



In the usual manner, except at one end 
the piece Is made movable. Cut the 
standard so that It will fit just to the 
edges of the sides and nail fast, ns 
usual. 'X'lien cut a V piece wlilcb will 
tit snugly between the sides, but In¬ 
stead of nailing in this end piece ar¬ 
range slots on eltlier side of the trough, 
on the Inside, so that the piece may 
be sllppixl In between the uprights 
forming the slots. To make this plan 
more useful fasten a Handle to this V- 
shaped upright,'’ which will enable one 
to lift the piece out readily when It Is 
desired to clean the trough. With this 
one end removed It Is an easy matter 
to thoroughly scour the rrough, because 
all of the cleansing water may bo 
swept out thoroughly. The Illustration 
shows each detail of this trough plain¬ 
ly so that any handy man can build It 
—Indlnna|)ulls News. 


Field PauipkJn’a Value. 

The field pumpkin contains, accord¬ 
ing to the analyst's quoted by Profes¬ 
sor Henry, In Ids “Feens and Ft'odlng,” 
0.1 per cent of dry matrer; dent corn, 
81.9 per cent In fifty bushels of corn 
there would bo 2,800 pounds, about 2, 
500 iHiuiids of dry matter. In a ton of 
pumpkins tliere would bo 1.82 iMiunds 
of dry matter. Therefore, as wo figuro 
It, It would ruiiuire about fourtoon tons 
of pumpkins to ('qual fifty bushels of 
corn. The dry miitti'r of eorn ooutaliis 
7.0 parts protein, 0i>.7 eiirhohydrates 
and parts of fat. .Multiplying the 
fat by 2.4 to get its etiiiivalent lu car¬ 
bohydrates and adding this result to 
the eiirhohydrates, and then dividing 
by the protein, you have a ratio o. 1 to 
0.8. Treating the dry matter of the 
piuaiikln In the same way, multiplying 
.'1 per eent of tliat by ’-’.-I, adding to 
the earliobydnites ."i-S, dividing by tiie 
protein, 1 per eeiit, would give a ratio 
of 1 to a balanced ration in itself 
for shoats.

Two Typem of Glanders. 

It Is said by veterinarians that there 
are two typos of glanders. When the 
Infection takes place In the nose and 
the disease begins there. It Is most 
easily Identified. It sometimes hap¬ 
pens that glanders enter a break In the 
skin and start a disease on any part 
of tho body. It is then known as farcy. 
A sound horse may contract glanders 
from an affected animal by actual con¬ 
tact, such as the two animals rubbing 
their noses together. The sound horse 
may also contract the disetise by eat¬ 
ing from a trough from whieh a dis¬ 
eased aidinal has previously been fed, 
or from drinking from a bucket or 
watering tnmgli used ny a gl.’indered j 
animal. A public watering fountain Is | 
a dangerous affair where glanders Is 
known to exist. The disease can also 
be coninMuiicated by a brush or comb. 
It is «iually as dangerous to maiikind 
and most animals as to horses. A 
glandered horse should never be al¬ 
lowed to live longer than Is necessary 
to be certain that lie lias the disease. 


WorniH Menace To Slieep. 

Trofessor Shaw, speaking of the 
losses of sheep from worms, says; 

Tho veteran sheep breeder, George 
Allen, now of Lexington, Neb., told me 
that if sheep could not be protected 
from stomach and tajie worms these 
pests would soon overspread the coun¬ 
try. It Is Indeed unfortunate that they 
eaniiot be better protected from these 
destruetive parasites. The last season 
.Mr. .\llen fed worm powders to bis 
lambs and kept them off the pastures, 
fi'ediiig them green alfalfa. It Is my 
judgment that lu this Instance tjiey 
would have done just as well without 
the worm powders, hut tliese may he 
helpful when the Iambs are not so 
confined. At the Minnesota Experiment 
Station lambs conflnetl thus and fed 
on various green foods showed no In¬ 
dications of the presence of worms, 
although the lamhs of the previous 
season had siifferetl severely. 

CoYv I’all Holder. 

A very Ingenious device, the Inven¬ 
tion of a Washington farmer. Is shown 
In the Illustration. Its primary object 
Is to so hold a cow’s tall that the ani¬ 
mal will be unable to switch It around 
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to the amioyauce of the person milking 
the cow. -Vllliougli this nniy seem to 
lie a unique way to overconie this an- 
iioynnce, we wotild suggest that it 
would he much simpler to simply cut 
tlie cow’s tail off. Trovldeiice obvious¬ 
ly provided a cow with a tall to ki-ep 
off files and other troublesome insects, 
and If she Is g<.dng to tie deprived of 
tills means of defense tty having her 
fail tied up and imt out of commission 
it miglit just as well be effectively ilone 
by removing it iiennaneiitly. The de¬ 
vice is exceedingly simple, and It would 
seem useless for the inventor to paten, 
it, as anyone could readily make one 
The end of the tall Is caught lu . 
clamp, which Is attached to the center 
of a chain having hooks at both cuds 
riiese hooks are secured to the cow's 
legs. What would happen If the cow 
should kick with one log is not men¬ 
tioned, hut might easily he suruiised.

SOCIAL CUSTOMS OF CHINA. 


Gneata Received wltli Some Ccec> 
mony, tlie Hoat Standlas* 

If there be one thing more than an¬ 
other upon which the Chinese pride 
themselves It Is upon their politeness. 

In spite of the three or four Inches 
which he lacks to make his height equal 
to that of the average American, a 
Chinese offleial In full costume carries 
himself with great dignity and self- 
Iiossesslon and makes an iiniiosing fig¬ 
ure. In this respect he owes much to 
his long dress, but more to the iiatlent 
study of correct carriage. There Is not 
a single awkward movement as the Chi¬ 
nese gentleman bows his visitor Into the 
house or supplies blm from his own 
baud with a cup of tea, which Is In- 
dl.spensable to an Interview. Not un¬ 
til his guest is seated will the Chi¬ 
nese host venture to take up his posi¬ 
tion on tho right baud of the former, 
and if, in tho course of an excited cuu- 
versatloii, he should raise himself, how¬ 
ever slightly, from his position, It is 
the duty of the other to do the same. 

No Chinese gentleman will sit while 
his equal stands. Occasionally, where 
It Is uot intended to be overresiiectful 
to a visitor, a servant will bring In a 
cup of tea—a cuii In each baud. Then, 
standing before his master .and the 
guest, hi- will cross his arms, serving 
the guest who is to the right with his 
left hand, his master with the right. 
The object of this Is to expose the palm 
—In Chinese the heart—of either hand 
to each recipient of tho tea. It is a 
token of fidelity and resiiect. 

This tea Is uot Intended for drinking 
aud Is called “guest tea." It has a 
higher mission than to allay thirst. Un¬ 
fortunate the man who tosses his off 
before ten words have been exehanged. 
Tbe oriental will stamp blm as a bar¬ 
barian. The mission of the ten Is to 
be used by either party as a signal that 
tbe Interview is nt an end. A guest 
110 sooner raises the cup to bis lips 
that the voices of a dozen shout to bis 
coolies to bring bis chair. So, too, 
when the master of tbe bouse is pre¬ 
vented from longer acting us host he 
raises the cup to bis Ups us to drink 
tbe tea aud Immediately the guest’s 
chair Is called for. 

Strangers meeting in China may free¬ 
ly ask one another their names, prov¬ 
inces and their buslne.ss prospects. It 
Is always considered u compliment to 
an old Chlnamau to ask him his age, 
but the middle-aged do not as a rule 
care for the question, aud their answers 
can rarely be depended upon. It Is 
also good form lii Cliliia to ask the 
number and sex of a man's eliililroii. 
also If his father aud mother are still 
alive. His wife, however, must not 'oe 
mentioned, even in the most iniilreet 
manner. Friends meeting, either or 
both lu sedan elialrs, stoj) their bonrors 
at once and get out with all possible 
expedition. The same rule aiiplles tc 
ncquaiutniiees meeting on liorsebaek. 

Home l.lfc of the Chinese, 

The homo life of the Chinese Is le.ss 
familiar to the American than that of

Their very ignoriiiu'e of tlie world is 
till' safeguard of tlielr eontentment, and 
w hy any one wlio is eontent and liap;iy 
should be the objivt of pity and sympa¬ 
thy from worldlings is a problem for

No 
circle Is given for less than half a nillllon dollars. The census of 1900, from 
which both the foregoing charts were drawn, reports a total poultry and 
egg product of $280,000,000, as stated on the larger of the two great circles 
above. The wheat product Is given as $370,000,000. An export value of 
$141,000,000 leaves the home consumption $229,000,000, ns stated on the 
smaller of the two great circles above. Therefore the National poultry and 
egg bill Is almost one-fourth greater than the wheat bill. The egg bill Is 
about 5 per cent greater than the poultry bill.—Franklin Forbes, In Success 
Magazine.

CITY EXPERIENCING A CRIMI¬ 
NAL REIGN OF TERROR.

The carnival of criiue In C.iicago 
which inn.v l>e said to have reached its 
climax In the fiendish murder of Mrs. 
Frederick t’. Hollister by Kicliard 
Ivens, has stirred the people of the 
city as they have uot l>een stirred 
since the Hayiuarket hoinh atrocity of 
nearly twenty years ago. 

Universal demand for more and bet¬ 
ter police protection, voiced from the 
pulpit, by coininlttees representing re¬ 
ligious and other organizations, by 
proniiueiit men in all walks of life, 
and by the put)lle press, has given tnn- 
glhle form to the movement for the 
better protection of he!|>less women 
and the riddance of the city of hlgh- 
wujmen and Imrglnrs as well, though 
as yet m definite plan of crusade has 
been mapped out. That the wave of 
crime has not been ebeeke<l by the ris¬ 
ing tide of Indignation Is apparent 
from the fact that several men have 
been killed by footpads since the Hol¬ 
lister murder. The iierpetrators evaded 
arrest. 

Many residents of the North Ride, 
where the murder of four women with¬ 
in two months has terrorized that sec- 
tlori, arc arming and are advising their 
wives to go armed, and th(> entire pop¬ 
ulation Is In the right temper to take 
summary action in the event of a repe¬ 
tition of the Hollister crime. The 
crimes which have aroused so much 
feeling are tlie killing of Miss Maude 


Reese at 2(K) hvaiiston avenue on the 
nlglit of Xovemtier 22, UK),"); the Ahn- 
herg-.Moeller murder ami sulelde, which 
occurred lii an alley at .\ortli Clark 
street and Iluokliighaiu court .lanuary 
6, liUMi; tlie murder of Mrs. Louise 
Hughes (ieiitry in lier home at 582 La 
Salle avenue the following day. 

In other sections of Cliicugo many 
brutal murders have beiMi committed 
within the last six months, and hold- 
upis, robberies, thefts and swludllngs 
have been numerous. 'I’tie murderer of 
Mrs. F. A. Mize has never Iieen found, 
and the eltlzmis of the South Side have 
been Btlrnnl deeply by that crime. On 
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the West Side tliero have been many 
nurdors and more robberies. 

A larger polliv force to protect all 
citizens more fully Is Mayor Huune’s 
suggestion to the eominltees who have 
awaited uikui him to protest against 
the existing conditions. 

“The pt>Uce force Is Inndeiiuate to 
meet the demands made upon it," said 
Chief Collins. "It Is smaller to-day 
than ifr has been for years. We neeil 
twice the nuipher of men we have to 
properly police Chicago. Despite the 
fact that the town has grown wonder¬ 
fully In the last ten years, and that the 
population has Increasetl almost 1,000,- 
000 persons In that time, we have less 
men to-day than we had ten years ago. 

“Each year the department grows 
■mailer, while Chicago gixiws larger, 
and then they wonder why we can’t 
■top crime Give me the men and some 
of the crime will stop. It will lie Im- 
I> 088 lble to stop all, but burglars and 
bold-up men will not work with the 
freedom ^hat tliey have been demon 
■tratlng of late.”

A review of the crimes of the past 
two months shows that in two In¬ 
stances the police were absolutely 
ballled in their hunt for two of the 
murderer.s.

Press Is Aronsed. 


Recent atrocious murders have 
aroused both pulpit and press. Iveadlng 
newspapers thus editorially speak of 
the recent oriine wave: 

It is because criminals know they need 
not fear swift and stern punishment If 
arrested that they floex to Cldcago. It 
has become a "snug harbor” for them. It 
is their favorite winter resort. Chicago 
has come to be known over the country 
ns a bad town for men of good character 
and a good town for men of bad charac¬ 
ter. That la not so much due to the small 
size of the police force as it la to the re¬ 
missness and negligence of the courts, the 
inadequacy of the laws, the ahu.se of the 
pardoning power, and the faulty adminis- 
tratlon of the parole system.—Tribune. 

IVhere murder is so frequent as it is in 
Chicago and where the murderers so often 


select women ns their victims, the.se 
crimes onnnot he regarded ns mere spo¬ 
radic outlirenks. They indicate a wide¬ 
spread and dangerous contempt for law 
and didiance of organized society. Fur¬ 
thermore, they show that Chicago has 
witliin its borders u siiirit of animalism 
which causes men to kill for the mere 
pleasure of killing. Wantonly to destroy 
a woman’s life is the acr of a beast, not 
of a man. It is this bestial disregard for 
woman that is pspeeially appalling in the 
lu-csent situation. It is time for the men 
of Chicago to wake up and protect the 
women of Chicago. The laws must bo 
enforced and means of securing their en¬ 
forcement must he found.- Daily News. 

Either the Chicago police force as a 
whole is incompetent for its trust and 
grossly negligent of its duty, or it lucks 
the means with which to perform its 
functions and do tho work it should do 
for Chicago. No matter what the co.st. 
It is imperative that at least human life 
be made normally safe in Ohiengo.—Inter 
Ocean. 

Nothing can remove the stain that has 
been put upon our civilization ,hy this 
atrocious murder. The fact that such a 
thing was possible here Is an indictment 
of us all. IVlmt is the value of our 
churehes, our schools, our moral senti¬ 
ment, if llioy were not able to prevent tlie 
[iroduction of such a monster in the twen¬ 
tieth ivntury, in the secoinl city of tho 
most onliglitened nation in tlie world? 
There were about Itit) homicides in 1905 
in Cldcago, hut not one of the murderers 
has yet gone to the gallows. 'The Ivens 
ease Is a good opiiortunity to inaugurate 
a new and better system.

Capt. Shnntoa, Who Is to Control 
the Monorrels of All Nations. 

CnpL George R. Shanton, of Chug- 
water, Wyo., chief of police for the 
Isthmus, marshal of the Circuit Courts 
of Panama, marshal of the Supreme 
Court of the canal zone, warden of the 
canal zone prison and coroner—this Is 
the man, or, at least, these are his ti¬ 
tles at present. A giant of a man is 
Shanton, a laughing, reckless, fearless 
giant, with a boyish face and pleasing 
smile, but with a hand of Iron and a 
determination that knows no law ex¬ 
cept the one that gets for him what 
he was put there to get—peace through¬ 
out the canal zone. 

Facing a situation unprecedented In 
history and dealing with a class of 
men who care nothing for laws as mere 
statutes, Shanton has cast aside all 
precedents and molded rules and made 
punishments to suit the occasion. Ho 
Is now In charge of a force of 146 black 
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policemen and 40 white ones, and, what¬ 
ever else may he said of tho canal zone. 
It Is reputetl to be free of crime—and 
to Shanton belongs the credit But with 
the heglnnlng of real work on the canal 
his duties will be many tlme.s Increased. 
Fifty thousand men will be at work 
there then—twice as many as now— 
such a gathering of adventurers as the 
world has never before seen. From all 
the earth the offscourings will he sifted 
Into Panama. A strip of land 10 miles 
wide and 40 long will hold the scum of 
creation, tho criminals of every land. 
Ten thuusaiul of them will be white. It 
Is estimated—white of skin. If not of 
heart—and the remaining 40,t)00 will be 
made up of the black and ntongrel of 
all nations. It will bo a daredevil 
class. Just ns It was In the old days, 
when the French were on tho Isthmus 
—ju,st as It was when Suez was Itelng 
constructed—Just us such places, where 
money Is plentiful and the civilization 
—and presiunahly the law—distant, al¬ 
ways draw such men. 

And up and down among these, from 
one end of the zone to t*he other, will 
ride Shanton on his famous blnel: 
broncho, “Whisky Pete.” "IVhlsky 
Pete" is almost as noted on the isth¬ 
mus now as is his master. He Is of 
the fighting, biting ‘’outlaw’’ kind. 
Until Shanton got him he knew no 
hand ns a master’s, and even now he Is 
as much an outlaw as ever to all but 
the Rough Rider captalu. Shanton 
tamed him In a n>plng contest at Den¬ 
ver, won a thousand dollar prize by It, 
and afterwards bought the pony, which 
no one else would have. "Whisky 
Pete” has followed his master since 
then through all his wanderings—and 
they have been many. He saw a lot of 
the world under Shanton when the 
Wyoming man poeed as "King of the 
Cowboys” for Buffalo Bill; he was 
In Cuba when his master eloped with 
Margaret Le Mar, a southern beauty, 
who now relgus In the Shanton home 
on the Isthmus, and finally he Is the 
official mount of the Rough Rider man 
of many titles In the canal zona Shan¬ 
ton weighs over 200 pounds and stands 
0 feet 4. 

Shanton Is the court of last resort 
for the men under him and for all 
who break the law on the Isthmua. 
What Shanton says “goes"; there Is 
no appeal^—and no golug behind the 
returns. If a man commit a crime 
he Is hemmed In by the sea on two 
■Ides, and Shanton’s black policemen 
watch all outgoing vessels. On the 
other tu’o sides the possible refugee 
faces a wilderness from out of which 
men do not return except when they 
go Into it well prepared to face Its 
dangers—and seldom then. Up and 


down the short and narrow zone rides 
Shanton on "Whisky Pete,” ana the 
black patrol keeps a lookout always. 
So what Is yonr poor criminal to do? 
Why, "Come In and face the music,” 
says Shanton. And In he usually 
comes, either of his own accord or by 
force, and when he comes he gets such 
mercy, or such lack of It, as Shan¬ 
ton’s report paints him deserving. This 
strong arm system has had Its effect 
and crimes are few on the isthmus to¬ 
day, where murder, rapine and robbery 
ran riot In the old regime of the 
French. 

There have been only two murders 
on the Isthmus since Shanton became 
czar. But when work on the canal 
was progressing under the French, the ; 
number of murders each night was ap¬ 
palling, and seldom or never was any -1 
txxly punl.shed. Robberies and crimes 
of every character were so frequent 
then that they scarcely attracted at- j 
tentlon, and It was expected that a 
like reign wotild be assumed by the 
lawless of the earth when the Amerl- j 
cans took hold.—Utica Globe.

The Horse Trough. 

“There have been many philan¬ 
thropists in the past who have left 
monnments to their names In the 
shape of drinking troughs for horses, 
little thinking that they were con¬ 
tributing to the spread of disease 
through the equine family,” said a 
prominent veternary surgeon the oth¬ 
er day. “To be thoroughly up to date, 
scientifically speaking, drinking 
places for horses should he Just as 
sanitary as those for human beings. 
These stationary tanks do more to 
spread the glanders, farcy, epizootic 
and kindretl diseases among horses 
than anything else. There should be 
a law to prevent their building and 
use. 

“The only safe place for a horse to 
drink, next to a natural running 
stream. Is from a fountain of clear 
flowing water. If buckets are used 
they should be sterilized thoroughly 
after use. 

“The average truckman of any in¬ 
telligence will never water his horses 
at any public trough, no matter how 
elaborate It may be. Ho knows bet¬ 
ter. The bealth ituthorities of this 
country are spending millions to pre¬ 
vent the spread of tuberculosis and 
kindred diseases among humans, but 
so far as I know notliiug litis been 
done to protect the health of the most 
useful of domestic aiiimals.”—Chi¬ 
cago Inter Ocean
